Three tablespoonfuls of smooth bolled 
custard chilled thoroughly and served 
in a thin, long stemmed glass, with a 
big tablespoonful of beaten egg white 
topped with a single candled cherry, Is 
far more appetizing, remember, than 
the same dessert served more gener­ 
ously without the cherry In big china 
saucers.
